Claims 1-16 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the best prior art of 
record, Han et al., taken alone or in combination of other references, does not teach or fairly 
suggest a dynamic logic circuit comprising, among other things, a pull-down network comprising 
a plurality of series connected MOS transistors wherein at least one of said plurality of series 
connected MOS transistors is a NMOS transistor and at least one of said plurality of series 
connected MOS transistors is a PMOS transistor (claim 1); a pull-down network comprising a 
plurality of series connected PMOS transistors (claim 5); a pull-down network comprising a 
plurality of series connected PMOS transistors wherein at least one of said MOS transistors in 
said pull-down network has a gate tied to a floating substrate body (claim 8); a pull-down 
network comprising a plurality of parallel connected MOS transistors with a first and second 
common node, wherein at least one of said plurality of parallel connected MOS transistors is a 
NMOS transistor and at least one of said plurality of parallel connected MOS transistors is a 
PMOS transistor (claim 9); a pull-down network comprising a plurality of parallel connected 
MOS transistors with a first and second common node, wherein at least one of said plurality of 
parallel connected MOS transistors is a NMOS transistor and at least one of said plurality of 
parallel connected MOS transistors is a PMOS transistor and at least one of said MOS transistors 
in said pull-down network has a gate tied to a floating substrate body (claim 12); a pull-down 
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network comprising a plurality of parallel connected PMOS transistors with a first and second 
common node (claim 13); and a pull-down network comprising a plurality of parallel connected 
PMOS transistors with a first and second common node wherein at least one of said MOS 
transistors in said pull-down network has a gate tied to a floating substrate body (claim 16), as 
set forth in the claims.
